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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-7 and 9-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach the power unit mounting assembly apparatus as recited in 
claim 1 and 7, which include a power source, a speed reducer on a car body frame, a 
mount carrying a static load of the power unit disposed between the power unit and the 
car body frame. The power unit mounting assembly apparatus also includes a sub- 
frame attached on the car body frame disposed between the power unit and the car 
body frame. The apparatus comprises an on-board mount disposed between the power 
unit and the sub-frame and supported on the sub-frame in substantially the same 
position as in a mounted state on the car body frame. The power unit mounting 
assembly apparatus further includes a removal member for removing the on-board 
mount from the sub-frame and the power unit after supporting the power unit on the car 
body frame via the on-board mount. This recitation, in combination with the rest of the 
recited elements, clearly defines over the prior art.
